THE QUESTION OF RELIFF. 

The question of relief isa peculiar and im- 
portent one, Ditpatches already received in- 
Gicate that the responses will be phenomenal 
whenever it is ascertained what is needed. 
That is just the rub. There is’ not much 
actual suffering or immediate need. It is 
bard to see exactly where relief can bo ap- 
plied inthe ordinary way. Captain Dawion, 
of the News and Courier, boldly says the 


meney must be given to those 
whore houses are -uninhabitabie. and 
who have no money to make them 
eo. The city council objects to this saggestion. 


Captain Waggoner thinks itis the only way 
to which money can be put, but insists that 
Charleston eball accept no private charity for 
this, but ask the government for a loan. 

The sitmation is a strange one. Undoubt- 
eciy there will be great suffering if the homes 
are not at once repaired or rebuilt, and made 
cafe and babitable. .Asa rule, the disabied 
Louses belong to well-to-do people who have 
rcaeopable incomes, but no reserve. To put 
pu lic money into the hands of these sufferers 
would be unusual. A man might rebuild finer 
than before, or make repairs undertaken only 
because they cost nothing, A good committee 
might regulate this, but the complications are 
apparent. After the fire of 1561 the contri- 
butions to Char'eston amounted to $1,500,000, 
and there were complaints that much of this

pulses of the people, but itis best, perhaps, 
that the situation should be frankly stated. 
No American city has been visited by a disas- 
ter so appalling and~so overwhelming, and 
coubtless some mcthod will be devised through 
which charity can do its perfect work. At 
present, though, no'’such plan has been de- 
viced. All the money contributed will b; 
properly held and accounted for. A melan- 
choly feature of the matter is that in Charles- 
ton mavy of the poorest people live in the 
most splendid houses. Asa rule those Charles- 
tonians who weré richest before the war are 
poorest now, but in all their poverty they have 


clung to their splendid but dismantled homes. 
In silent pride they have lived on their scanty 
incomes. Now they are rained. Without 
rescurces from which to. repair their 
houses they will be forced to sell or see them 
tumble down. 

A TALK WITH CAPTAIN DAWSON. 

It is not too much to say that attention cen- 
this morning in Captain F. W. Dawson, 
of the News and Courier. Perhaps the insiflu- 
ence of agreat newspaper in its community was 
never shown in more striking degree. Above 
the meyer or the city officials, or, indeed, any 
other person or element, the public appeals to 
Captain Dawson for advice, suggestion and 
help. Your corressondent found him in his 
cfice this morning, busied inthe attempt to 
get out tbe first paper worthyof the name 
since the earthquake shock. In reply to in- 
guiies he said: 

“The trouble with our people is that 
they are facing an unknown 
fee. It is something that they have never 
been called upon to confront before. Whena 
stolrm-approaches they know what to do. 
‘They can calculate the probable damage to 
life and property, and have some warning of its 
coming, but here is an unknown quantity, as 
myécterious asterrible. It may come in a mo- 
ment, it may not cme ina hundred years. It 
cngulfthe whole city, or simply shake a 
loorce chimney from its foundation. It is the 
mystery that appals the people as much as the 
.ctual danger.” 

I eatked Captain Dawson whon he looked for 
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arevivalof confidence and a new impulse 
srnong tlhe people, quoting the case of a man 
whoraid be expected to sleep on the grass in- 
cefinitely. 

“Your friend,” said Captain Dawson, “who 
intends to sleep on the grass for the winter 
willeure himself ina day or two, when he 
finds that his house has not fallen, and will 
civeep back into it. There was one-third less 
people camped out last night than the night 
before. Without serious distu: bance 
today, there will be not half as many tonight. 
The trouble ie not over, however. When a 
man gets back into bis house, and finds that 
the walls do not tumble ebout histhead, it has 
just begun. He is, in the usual case, a man 
of modest means, who owns his home and de- 
muds upon bis salary ot lives upon a moderate 
ir come, He finds his house is wrecked, 
bere are scams in the walls, the foundations 
wic wrenched, end it will cost him, perhaps, 
a ycar’s income or double as much, and even 
five times as much, to repair his home, For 
this deley be gets bo secompense except to 
mehke bis home babitatde. Itis an investmeat 
fram which he gets no income, and is a clear 
end often a crushing lors. Thisis where the 
creat suffering will come.” 

“Do yon think the houses will etand, as a 
ge neral thing?’ 

“That is, of course, a vital question, I have 
just telegraphed to General Drum, asking that 
gove rnment engineers be cent here to make 
a critical examination, to consult with our 
local architects and builders, and givean opia.- 
ion that may be relied gn. Our city engineer 
ie at wofk now. My own honse, I believe, is

‘Do you not think that a storm would pre- 
cipitate horrors?’

I advised the formation of a comniitted of the 
city council, acting jointly with a committee 
of citizens, who will give their time to the dis- 
burscement of whatever fands are on hand. 
The fact that the relief money would take an 
unusval course makes it more necessary that it 
should bs distributed with exact justice. 
It will be needed to give to 
private property holders to  repuir 
their homes with. I know of a widow wif) 
children, whese estate consists of two hand- 
eome dwellings ard a small amount of stocks. 
It will require more than her entire cash 
fortune to repair the two dwellings and 
make them habitable. There are thousands 
of cases where houses cannot be repaired by 
their owners, and unless. they have outside 
belp there houses will stand asa menace to 
their ownersand the city. It will require a 
jlarge sum to énable us to make our city fair- 
ly habitable before the winter season.” 

“Is the city prepared to do business with its 
outside customers?” 

’ “As well as ever. Our docks arein perfect 
shape; our warehouses are all right; our mer- 
chants are as strong commercially as they ever 
were; our banksare all open and doirg busi- 
nese. We are. not only prepared to haadle 
consignmente.as well as ever, but we need 
them more than ever. Commercially speak- 
ing, Charleston is. in as geod a fix as she was 
before the earthquake, and needs all the help 
that can come from legitimate business.” 

TALKS WITH BUSINESS MEN. 

The opinions of leading business men as to 
the probable effect upon the commerce of 
Charleston differ. Your eorrespondent inter- 
viewed Colonel J. D. Jervey, collector of the 
port, in his office at the enstom house, 

“] do not think,” he said, “that the city’s 
trade will suffer much. The check of the last 
two days has, of course, caused a loss, but by 
no means a serious onc. The facilities for con- 
ducting businets have nol been greatly injur- 
ed. The wharves are intact, the warehouse 
stilletand. Nearly all of the stores may be 
eafel> tsed, aud mostof the manufa::tories are 
in :upning order. Once .of ..the rico 
badly demeged, but the others are all right. I 
know of no good reason why Charleston's trade 
should suffer.”’ 

Mr. 8S. Y. Tupper, for many years president 
ofthe Charleston chamber of commerce, thinks 
the city’s trade greatly injured. He placesthe 
damage to property at $8,000,000. He said 
that it would be natural for those who have 
heretofore traded with Charleston to apprehend 
financial troubles among the business men, 
and therefore to desire to trade with other 
cities. 

“But,” he continued, “Charleston recovered 
from the great fire of 1538, recovered from the 
disaster of 1861, recovered from subsequent 
disasters of the war, recovered from the cycloue 
a year ago, and | believe she will recover from 

4he great calamity that has just befallen her.” 

Captain F, W. Waggoner, of F. W. Wag- 
goner & Co., wholesale grocers, also thinks 
the city’s trade injured. He believes, how- 
ever, that the injury is slight, and that it will 
not be appreciable in a few weeks. He was 
asked what he thought would bedoneto re- 
build the city. 

‘T¢think.” he raplied, “that the general 

government should lend the people of the city 
several millions of dollars at a low rate of in- 
terest, Thetime for repayment should be 
fixed at thirty or fifty years. There is no 
other way by which the city can be rebuilt, 
Atleast balf of the people are very poor, and 
are upabie to do anything for themselves. A 
meeting of business men will be held, in a few 
deys, to prepare a memorial to Le presented to 
the gcverpment,”’ 
Mr. J. Von Oven, of the firm of Henry Bri- 
schoff & Co, does not think that thecity’strade 
will suffer at all. He ogrees with Captain 
Waggoner as to what the government should 
do. 

“Tbere are some rich men in Charleston,” he 
said, “but many that have been heavy losers 
ere poor. They cannot rebuild their ruined 
bouses. It is asad fact that alarge number of , 
the old and aristocratic citizens are among the 
latter clacs. The Hamiltous, the Heywoods, 
the Montgomerys, and hundreds of others, 
were ruined by the war. They had their 
homes but not muchelse. These people will be 
npable to rebuild. The condition of the labor- 
ing clacses is pitiable. They will not be able 
to do anything toward rebuilding unless they 
bave assistance.” 

There is ecarcely a business man of any 
prominence in the city but that has received 
inquiries from other cities concerning the con- 

Zition of affairs here and offering assistance. A 
New York insurance company instructed Mr. 
Tupper to draw on it at sight for five hund:ed 
dollare. Others, from all parts of the country, 
have offered from one hundred to several 
thousand dollars to assist the needy. 

A SCIENTIFIC INQUIRY AS TO THE QUAKE, 

A scientific inquiry is beiag made into the 
canse of the earthyuake by Professor McGee, 
of the geologica! survey, with competant as- 
sistante. Professor McGee is rapidly system: 
atizing the information pat in his hands, and 
today gave your correspondent an interesting 
talk, His theory of the earthquake, or rather 
the one which he adopts as a working theory, 
is at entire variance with the accepted opinion 
here, but seems most reasonable, He says: 

“It ie simply a seawardislip. In saying this 
I assert nothing but state what appears to be 
the most intelligent working theory for phys- 
icists.”’ 

“What is a e¢award slip?”

The tendency to the sea 
will continue, however, and the movement 
will continue, but it may be inappreciabdle to 
the genera! public. It-.is probable that no 
more trouble will result, and that the slight 
shocks now notable here and there are the 
subsiding tremors. Perbaps the movement 
may be gentle hereafter in the south Atlantic 
states, as it has been in the middle states. 

fome one suggested that the blue mud 
ejected from the fissures and the distinct 
sulphurous smell of the water were volcanic 
hints. 

“Not at all,” he replied. “In Plorida, nota- 
bly, and about Charleston also, there are 
mineral calts and sulphurets in the overlying 
beds or fragments of rock. There are frequent 
caline and selphur springs and wells. This 
accounts for the salty or sulphurous taste of 
the water ejected from unusual depths in this 
section. The blue mud is simply mud which 
is found deep down in the earth in this 
region. Itis about 4,000 feet to solid rock in 
this region, The enormous composite above 
the slide rock is the fragmental or coastal 
plain that has suddenly been - displaced. 
Imagine such a mags hundreds of miles in 
lemgth and breadth, slipping forward. Cal- 
culate the friction of this mass as it is forced 


forward over the surface of the 
bed rock, and you can form 
an idea of the disturbance it mukes. 


Consider that this moving mass is elastic, of 
cifferent thickness and composition, you see 
how the movement is irregular and how, on 
finally adjusting itself after its dislocation, 
there mey be prolonged minor tremors and 
qvakings in certain localities.”’ 

I asked if the granite section or the Pied- 
mont escarpment was not safer from earth- 
quakes than the coastal plain. 

“That is doubtfal,”” he replied. ‘‘Granite 
conveys a tremor or vibration much more dis- 
tinctly ‘than fragmental rock does. While 
the granite is notin the area of displacement, 
the tremor is often sent backward from the 
line of fault, as we ca)! it. The granite region 
ia stable and has no seaward tendency, but as 
the coastal plain is displaced reactionary tre- 
wors will reach the granite, as in thiscase. You 
remember there were shocks in the coastal re- 
gions at Augusta and Charleston several days 
before the displacement actaally occurred, 
These were not felt in the granite region. 
When theslip come. however, there were 
tremors in the Piedmont escarpment. There 
wes probably a tilting of the granite edge as 
the weight of the coastal plain was shifted 
further seaward.” 

Professor MoGee went up to Sammerville to- 
night, where he will make «close study and 
where be bas been promised the experience of 
repeated shocks. He has made a fine impres- 
sion here, and the best local scientist and all

People Living in Tents—The Ipjured Butid 
ings. 

CHARLESTON, Septem or 3.—-There is nogpe- 
‘ial change in the situation this merniag, but as 
there were only two shocks,and very light ones, 
during the night, there isa little more conii- 
dence thau yesterday. Sympathetic articles ia 
the newspapers and offers of aid from different 
quarters are great encouragement to the 
stricken people of Charleston, The most ur- 
gent nced now is for the early repair of the in- 
jured Luildings so as to make them habitale, 


High wicds and heavy rain would bring mauy 


shattered tuildings tothe ground and injure 
busdreds of residences which have defective 
roofs. It wonld be of great service if a corps of 
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No-one at the Mills house was injured. A 
guests and other occupants are safe, but it is 
difficult to find them, they being camped 
somewhere inthe streets. The people this 
morning bave apparently thrown off their 
fears and gone to work, clearing up the debris 
and removing dangerous walls. The city 
shows a scene of great activity.

Radely improvised tents, 
constructed principally of bed clothing, are te 
be seen everywhere. Few persons have as yet 
slept in doors and honses are deserted as if 
plague-stricken, Thousands have slept with 
notbing but the canopy of heaven above them.

Letit not be imagined for a 
mc ment that Charleston is sitting in the ashes, 
bewatling the loss of mil‘ions. A full conscious- 
ress of the loss is bere. It is understood 
fu ly that far more than the earnings ofa twelve- 
mouth were sweptawayin less than a minute. 
But for all this, and because of this, Charlestoa is 
only the more determined to maintain the com- 
mercial position it has won, aud is fortunately so 
tituated as tobe able, as well as ready, to deal 
successfully with every department of trade and 
every branch of business.’’ 

An appeal is made to the city council for 
menetary assistance in the form of an appre— 
priation, but the News and Coaricr admonishes 
those who extend aid to confine 
themselves in go doimg to the peeple 
in circumstances or conditions rendering them 
upable now to help themselves. 

Very little has beer accomplished upto this 
writing torslieve the city of its appoarance 
of a street it is met by heapsof debrisof every 
possible description—bricks, stone, plastering, 
laths, shingles, Jumber and household and 
oftice furniture, and all kinds of building ma- 
terialina mass. The whgle fronts orgides of 
buildings have fallen out. leaving the-furnish- 
ipgs in some instances intact. A two- 
story brick building on State 
street, between Broad and Chalmers, presents 
an interesting appearance of thig description. 
The lewer floor is used for merchandise, the 
upper floor asa residence. The whole front 
fell out, leaving the interior exposed to view. 
Pictures and mirrors are on the walls, and the 
chairs remain as they were left by the fleeing 
family. The beds are untouched, the gas 
turned on and the view of the store room ig as 
it was when the first shock came. Evidently 
the owner has not gained courage to warrant 
his retarn. The most alarming nature of 
the present condition of ailairs 
rests in the shaken condition 
of buildings. Nine-tentas of the brick strac- 
tures are cracked throughaad through and 
threaten to tumble. Chimneys that have not 
actually fallen are badly careened, and would 
fall if teuched. 

A reporter, who has made a tour of that per- 
tion of the city most disastrously damaged, 
statcs that the struc!ures damaged are mostly 
fifty years or more ofage. Not asingle sub- 
stantial building was seen [which had suffered 
materially from the elieck. Until sometime 
shall have elapsed and confidence shail have 
been fully restored, most of the sh 
buildings will mot be re-entered, as a shoak at 
this time would be more disastrous than all of 
those which have already been ex>erienced, 
and the buildings could easily be shaken to 
atoms. An examination of the material from 
the wrecked atructures shows them to have all 
been frail. The Charleston, and one or two 
of the other leading hotels, have begun to re- 
ceive guests, although but a small portion of 
their houses are in condition to be oceuosied.

The reason why the shocks were more violent in 
the vicinity of Charleston and Summerville, is 
thatibere is more of a soft yielding nature in the 
suyerficiel upper strata which conducted the vi- 
prations and forward movements of the earth, 
waves mecting with less resistance than from hard 
su? stance farther in the interior were more rapid 
end jerky and shook the surface with more vio- 
jence. The presence of innumerable fissures ob- 
servabie in the city andin the coantry, as far as 
Summerville, and beyondis accounted for by 
this same soft material . yielding readily 
te the pressure of the earth waves which pushed 
up their crust end squeezed out, as it Were, water 
and sand subject to pressure. The blue sand and 
yellow sand thus ejected are found in the upper 
strate, aid that it came from nearthe surface 
is proven by the fact that no marl is found in it, 
that begins at from 65 to 90 feet below the sur- 
face and extends to nearly 1,100 feet deep. To 
show stili more conclusively that the wave mo- 
tione were confined toa very limited depth be- 
neath the surface, it is only necessary to state that 
none of the shallow or four hundred feet artesian 
welle are all affiicted. Noris there any change 
neticeable in the flow or quality of the water from 
two deep artesian wells,as would bave been tne 
case ifthe ecanse of the earthquake had been 
local or deep seated. This statement of 
egmmunication of land waves to enormous dis- 
tances is fully verified by observations of previous 
earthquakes sinceand even before the Christian 
era. The absence of atidal wave proves conclu- 
sively that the causeof disturbance was confined 
toland andthe jerky motions communicated to 
the vessels as reported by their officers was caused 
by the vertical viterationus intermediate betweea 
the repid forward transmission and slower back- 
wara jerks. 
THE COLORED PEOPLE’S FRIGHT. 

It would be simply impossible to exaggerate 
er to depict in sufiicientiy descriptive language 
the effect of the visitation of Tuesday night on 
the colored people of Charleston. A great 
’ @eal bas been written about these people and 

their actions under strong feelings of sorrow 
erdcetpair, butthere never was, until with- 
in the past few days, an op- 
porturity of noticing the public 
exhibition of superstitious fear to the degree 
that bas «Xisted among al! classes of the col- 
ored people since the tremendous shock of 
Tuerdny vight. Only a few minutes afcer the 
warning voice of theearthquake had passed 
away, the effect on the mind and imaginatioa 
ofevery coloied man, Woman and ehild in the 
city wes complete. They fied from their 
heuees, they knew not where, and as they ran 
hither and thither througa the biioding 
elouds of pulverized mortar which 
wes shaken from the houses and arose 
again from the streets, they fiiled the air with 
diswal groans of deepairand lamentations of 
terrifying distress. As usual with them, in 
their foimal] prayers, the nameof Jesus was 
most frequently used, and, as if supplicating 
God, face to face, they shrieked out in the 
very helplessness and pathos of despair, such 
ecrtences as: 

“Do, Master Jesus, have mercy on me!” 

“Ob, sweet Jerus, save me! save me!” 

“Let me live through this night, dear God.” 

“My Savicur, bold me up once more, thou 
_bicessd. Christ. my Master.” and othar tear- 
iui tuppiications, which intensified the 
horror of the situation and went far towards 
cemralizing the white people, who were also 
ruebivg blind)y and blinded hitherand thither 
in the fitful glare of flickering lights—almost 
celipseo @y a shower of ascending and descead- 
ipg dnet, a8 usnal the face of white man and 
end white woman in the time of danger was a 
tipnt of sucden joy in gloom to many a poor 
wibderipg colored boy or girl, who endeav- 
erei to stop their white friends 
2stheystanin confnsion to supplicate that 
they woulo remain with them until “judg- 
ment Was one,” 

Jn many instanacs trembling colored girls 
sank down ontheir knees and seized with 
frantic evergy the folds of some white lady's 
dress snd failed to express their terror ino 
words with scarcely moving lips, betokened 
that they wanted only the moral support of a 
friend in the bour of distress and agony. But 
white faces were blanched to a paler hue, and 
there could be no stop or stay in the mad race 
away from the tottering housetops and toppling

ANOTHER EARTHQUAKB SHOCK 
NEAR MIDNIGHT. 


Buildings Fell and One Woman Killed ia Cherleston 
A Stampede in Columbie—Reports of the 
Shocke From Raleigh, Richmond, Jack- 
sonville and Other Points-Notes. 


CHARLESTON, 8, C., September 3.—(Special. | 
—A sharp shock of earthquake was felt just 
before eleven o'clock tonight. Two buildings 
fell. A white Woman, name unknown, was 
killed by a falling wall this evening. 
COLUMBIA TERROR STRICKEN, 
Co_umB1a, 8. C., September 3.—[Special.]— 
At precisely 11-o’clock tonight a very severe 
shock of earthquake was felt in all parts of 
this city. Buildings swayed perceptibly. The 
shock lasted twenty seconde, and was more 
vigorous than any which has occurred here 
since the first motion on Tuesday night. The 
inhabitants had generally recovered from their 
fright, end but for this new cause of alarm all 
would be tranquil in Columbia tonight. Bat 
this fresh disturbance has produced a sensation 
which it will be hard to allay. Coasternation 
now broods over the city, and the streets are 
filled with appalled refugees who will spend 
the night in the open air. The Grand Central 
hotel was so fiercely shaken that the guests 
stampeded, 1ushing out pell mell into the 
streets. Throngs of affrighted women and 
children are grouped in smal! parties at the 
intersection of the principal streets. Very 
few people in Columbia will get a wink of 
sleep this night. It is now twenty minutes 
past midnight, and the gravest fears are ex- 
pressed of another commotion. 
THE PANIC IN AUGUSTA. 

Avetsta, Ga, September 3.—/[Special.]— 
10:45p.m.—A distinct shock has just been 
felt here. Ten minutes have hardly passed 
away yet the streets are filled with thousands 
in every quarter, and once more the temporary 
at oces in the middle of the streets and on the 
publie thoroughfares are being erected of dry 
goods boxes, tarpaulins, etc. The weather is 
very cold and quilts are being hauled oat for 
the night’s encampment. The people here 
think the sheck that has just passed over must 
have worked great damage to Charleston, and 
to add to the confusion and consternation here 
loud prayers are beard for Charleston.

THE SITUATION IN COLUMBIA. 


The City Quiet--An Opinion by Dr. Wood 
row, 

Co_umsia, 8. C., September 3.—[Specia!.]— 
Within the past twenty-fourbours not the 
faintest tremor of the earth had been felt in 
the city, although many persons with unstrung 
nerves professed to feel continually a tremulous 
or vibrating movement. This was doubtless 
imagipvation, There has been no well authenti- 
cated quake during last night ortoday. Of 
course the remarkable disturbance is still the 
pregnant theme of conversation among all 
classes of people. There is scarcely any 
other subject talked about. It is an- 
nounced that an expedition of 
men of ecience will immediately visit 
the scenes of the earthquake. As it is ac- 
knowiedged that the town of Summerville 
was the center of the movement that placo 
will first be investigated. Many persons who 
bave examined ground in the vicinity of 
Summerville contend that the earth has sunk 
three or four feet. It is certain that the sur- 
face has given way in meny places, Today 
the inhabitants of Summerville are becoming 
tranquil, and should no other commotion hap- 
pen the fright will be over in a few days. 

Today the men of the town have been 
wolking with awill to restore their demol- 
ished homes. Not a few of the refugees 
who abandoned their homes night 
before last ere still disinclined 
to returp. Many others, however, have gone 
beck. The various paresenger trains to and 
from Charleston, both on the Atlaatic Coast 
line and the South Carolina railroad, made 
their regular trips on time today, and tonight 
bo detentions or accidents are reported. Very 

wW passengers came up, but hundreds of 
them went down today. The Ciarleston fam- 
ilies who have been summering at Glenn 
Springs, Asheville and other points in the 
upper part of the state, have nearly all re- 
turned home. Organized efforts are making 
in the principal towns in South Carolina to 
render immediate and substantial assistance 
to the earthquake sufferers. Many leading 
citizens advocate the calling of an extra ses- 
sion uf the legislature, but Governor Sheppard 
has not yet decided to do so 

DR WOODROW’s OPINIONS. 

Copies of yesterday’s CONSTITUTION which 
should have reached Columbia early this 
morning did not come til] late this afternoon, 
owing tothe washout on the Charlotte, Colaum- 
bia and Augusta railroad.

The British Association Getting Facts 
About-the Earthquake. 


WASHINGTON, September 3.—Pro*essor Pow- 
ell received by cable today a request trom 
Secretary Topley, of the British assoc'ation 
forthe advancement of science, to ‘‘wire the 
chief factsof the earthquake.” The follow- 
ing was sent in reply: 

Topley, British associatien, Birmingham. Eng- 
land: The earthquake was the most severe on 
record in the Unitec States and affected the great- 
estarea. The origin was along lineof the post 
quarternary dislocation, on the eastern flanksjof 
the Appalechians, especially woere it crosses cen- 
tral North Carolina. Slight premonitory shocks 
were feltin the Carolinas for several days, mode- 
rately severe shocks occurring near Charleston on 
August 27th and 28th. The principal shock, cans- 
jing great destruction in Charleston originated in 
central North Carolina, August 31, 9:50 p. m. 
75th meridian time. Thence the shock spread? 
with great repicily in all directions, with a 
velccity varying from twenty-five to sixty-five 
miles a minute, over an area of 900,000 square 
miles, one-quarter of the United States, embracing 
twenty-eight states, fromthe guif of Mexico to the 
great lakes and southern New England, and from 
the Atlantic seaboard to the central Mississippi 
valley. Inthe Carolinas it was accompanied by 
land slides, crevices and great destruction of 
property. Half of Charleston is in ruins. More 
than forty lives were lost. No sea wave yet re- 
ported. A second moderately severe shoek was 
felt at Charleston at 8:2 a. m,, Sep- 
tember Ist. Minor followed at 
iucreasing intervals. «The principal shock was 
feit over this vast area within tifteeu minutes, and 
may be recorded at some of the principal points on 
a degree of intensity 5, as follows:

The Harthquake Outlook. 

We have now spread before our readers a 
complete history of the greatest North 
American earthquake ever recorded in his- 
tory. Webave given a summary of the 
world’s earthquakes down tothe present 
time. The scientists of the age have spoken 
through our columns, giving their theories, 
and in some.cases their predictions.

Btates wom d Canada , fast year, Canada had 
aay t, New Enoyiind five, the other Atlantic 
es. “ “ine, the Pacific slope thirty-four, 
and the Mississippi valley only three. Ol! 
364 earthquakes in this country in the 
twelve years ending with 1883, the Atlantic 
coast had 147, the Pacific glope 151, and the 
Mississippi valley sixty-six. 

From these figures it will be seen that the 
seaboard states are more liable to this danger 
than the interior states. There are different 
Opinions as to the advantages and disad- 
vantages of certain physical conformations, 
For instance, on the very day when Atlanta 
was congratulating herself upon the thick- 
ners and solidity of her granite base, New 
Orleans was rejoicing because she is situated 
differently. As the Picayune expresses it : 

New Orleans, standing ina marsh, ona sort of 
cushion of mud and water, is not liableto the 
shocks felt by cities on solid stratifications of the 
eerth’s crust, but it might be buried in the depths 
by an extraordinary convulsion. 

Letting these conflicting opinions go for 
what they are worth, itis well to bear in 
mind the fact that each century has two 
earthquake periods, one near the middle 
and the other near the end. We are now 
approaching the end of the century, and if 
earthquakes increase in number and vyio- 
lence we need not be much surprised. 


Where Prohibition Is Not Needed. 

The New York Star gives a yecaliar, but 
convincing reason, for disbelieving the story 
of Envoy Sedgwick’s spree inthe City of 
Mexico.

All this seems strange te us, and in fact 
inexplicable. How do the hot-blooded, im- 
pulsive Mexicans manage to escape the con- 
sequences of the liquor evil’ Itisall due to 
ong thing—the mighty force of public opia- 

. Deubtless this strong sentiment against 

mperance bad ite origin centuries back 
fer the Montezumas, when drunkenness 
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still survives, and the descendants of the 
Spanish conquerors have imbibed the rigid 
notions of the Aztecs. 

® Students of the temperance problem my 
learn something from this if they will. The 
great regulator, after all, is public opinion. 
When it is against drunkenness men will be 
temperate. When it tolerates drunkenness 
men wil] drink to excess in spite of statutes, 
police, epies and informers. a 

Slaughtering Christians. 

The American public will await with in- 
tense interest further details of the atrocities 
committed in Sechuen, China, against the 
Christians. So far details are meager, but 
the dispatches state in a general way that 
whole villages have been destroyed, 
devastated and that foreign consuls barely 
escaped with their lives. The trouble is 
credited to the imprudence of the English 
and American missionaries. 

Americans are interested in answers to two 
questions: Has any American citizen been 
killed? and has any American consul been 
treated amiss? 

Georgia is interested in the safety of some 
of her own citizens who are stationed at 
Shanghai. From the reports already re- 
ceived it appears there is no trouble at that 
city. 

While Americans regard the Chinaman as 
a very inferior sort of creature, and asa 
heathen of an exceedingly benighted charac- 
ter, the Chinaman is proud of his country 
and his civilization which flourished ata 
time when the Christian nations had no ex- 
istence. 

Americans who have goneas missionaries 
to China as a rule, well fitted for their 
task, but itis said the same is not true of 
the missionaries from other countries.

The character of the offense committed by 
the missionaries is a matter of deep interest.

Unknown Great Men. 

Recently a poor school-teacher named 
Joseph W. Taylor died at Okolona, Miss.

After the war he was elected to congress 
from Alabama, but none of the southern 
congressmen at that time were permitted 
to take their seats.

It is the mainspring 
of what we call magnetism, and the man 
who moves about among his fellows, shar- 
ng their joys and sorrows, and apparently 
taking the liveliest interest in all that con- 
cerns mankind, will succeed where men of 
great intellectual force will fail. The world 
loves a great man, but it requires him to be 
full of human nature. If he isicily perfect in 
his make-up people fall away from him and 
let him alone. Perhaps with all their great- 
ness, such men do not understand the phil- 
osopby of life.

Georgia’s humanity toward her juvenile no- 
vitiates in crime is not up to the standard of her 
progress in other wise and benevolent directions. 
She needs & reform school for bet youthful crimt- 
nals more than she needs any other adjanct to 
her civilization that can now be mentioned. Re- 
cently I was invited to address the inmates of the 
“Boys’ Industrial School,”’ which is the new des- 
ignation of the former “Ohio Reform School for 
Boys,” Tocated near Lancaster, Ohio. The things 
I saw there and the suggestions of the place and 
occasion filled me with an ardent desire to see 
Georgia come up to the full measure of her duty 
and organize a similar institution with.n her 


borders. 


The Ohio school is located on a splendid tract of 
land, comprising 1,200 acres, six miles south ¢ 
Lancaster. The land is taken up with thriving 
orchards, vineyards, gardens and pastures. There 
isa large and handsome central building, and 
near by are ten large and commodious ‘‘family”’ 


buildings, occupied by the inmates of the school. : 


Then’ there are buildings for the shoe, brush, 
polytechnic, blacksmith, tailor, paint, carpenter, 
and bake shops. There are also carriage, meat, 
ware, engine, gas, ice, corn and green houses, 
water tower, hospital, mending room, knitting 
room, laundry, horse barn, piggery, cow barn and 
other out buildings. There is also a handsome 
chapel, sixty-one by ninety feet, seating over six 
hunéred persons. The buildings are mostly excel- 
lent{brick structures, 


This institution was opened in 1858, and the 
first inmates were twelve boys received from the 
Cincinnati house of refuge. Since then there 
have been 4,291 boys received, 471 of whom are 
pow inthe institution. This is the first institution 
ofits kind to introduce the “family’’ system, 
whereby the inmates are divided into groups and 
kept together under a system of management cor- 
responding with family government. The plan 
has been so effective and acceptable that there are 
no wells about the institution to give it a prison 
air, but it looks likeany ofthe great college o1 
university communities. Constant vigilance in 
regard to unruly boys and the nonor of the trust- 
wortby ones, is said to render an escape an event 
ofexceptional occurrence. The boys wear 4& blue 
uniform suit and look cheerful, happy and ambi- 
tious to do well for themselves. 


The young criminals between the agesof ten and 
sixteen years, who are brought before the courts and 
convicted, are, at the discretion of the judges, sent 
to this school. These youngsters are generally of 
the neglected outcasts and gamin who infest the 
cities, and who are often forced tu steal to provide 
themselves with food andclothing. Some of them 
are of very tender years and condition, and tolook 
at them is to be filled with a deep sense of charity 
and compassion. They are not treated as convicts, 
nor put into “lockups” and “‘jails’’ in this institu- 
tion, but are kept in ‘‘families” and subjected 
only to the discipline of the schoolroom, the work- 
shop and the farm. The object aimed at is not 
punishment, but reform and the inculcation of 
honorable purposes and noble ambitions. The 
history of the school is a decisive vindication of the 
wisdom and Christian humanity of its conductors. 


There is a system of rewards as well as a sched- 
ule of punishments, though the latter seldom 
reaches to corporal chastisement. When a boy is 
admitted he is debited with demerits, as follows: 

For murder, manslaughter, obstructing railroads, 
highway robbery, rape and arson—6,000 demerits. 

For assault and battery, with intent,’ embezzle- 
ment over $25, burglary, grand lareeny, forgery 
and perjury—5,000 demerits. 

For aiding prisoners to escape, embezzlement 
under $35 and petit larceny—4,000 demerits. 

The boy can earn ten merits per day by good 
conduct, and bonus merits for terms of months of 


sontinuous good condret, and thus_**wipe out his 


score” and go home on four months’ “leave of ab- 
sence.’’ If he maintains his good conduct out- 
side he can remain free by renew- 
ing his leave every four months 
until he is 21 years of age. If he proves unfaithful 
he is returned to the institution. Very fewof them 
are ever returned. The teamster who drove me ia 
the carriage toand from the school had once been 
an inmate and has since held his present position 
with credit and with fair wages. The managing 
editor of the greatest daily newspaper in Ohio was 
an inmate of this institution and received his edu- 
cation init. Many of its “‘ticket-of-leave’ youtns 
have grown up in honor and usefulness and some 
have occupied places in the halls of Onio legisla- 
tion, 


The superintendent is Dr. John C. Hite, a gen- 
tleman of Christian culture, great sympathies and 
superb executive skill. He is gready beloved and 
revered by the inmates, and has gathered about 
bim an able and experienced corps of assistan's. 
The boys are taught regularly in the branches of 
an English education, in farming, fruit growing, 
teaming, gardening, blacksmithing, carpentering, 
shoemaking, painting, glazing, tailoring, brash- 
meking, mending, baking, laundrying, dining 
room and house work, yocal and band music 
prick making, brick laying, plastering, telegraphy 
and printing. They edit and publish a large and 
sparkling seven-column werkly paper. They have 
literary and debating societies and maintain a 
flourishing Young Men’s Christian association. 
The average cost of keeping and conducting the, 
institution last year was $114.60 per capita on an 
average attendance of 447 boys. 

When I hed fully inspected this institution and 
learned of its departments, system and success, I 
feltastrong desire (for a moment only) tobe a 
member of the Georgia legislature and fight fora 
mecature that would establish its counterpart in our 
grand old state. My memory ran back over the 
pathetic and revelting scenes I have witnessed in 
my ten years experience as an officer of our courts, 
when young and tender boys were arraigned for 
misdemeanors and crimes, and, upon conviction, 
sent among.the herdened criminals of the chain- 
gang and penitentiaries, I have oftenseen our 
judges and solicitors puzzled and straggling to 
make justice and humanity agree to keep some of 
these urchins in lawlessness outof the horrors 
and kindergarten training of our penitentiary 
camps. It is high time that we pro 
vide some reformatory for these juvenile delin- 
quents. [Advanced civilization, pure humanity 
and the teachings of Christ all agree in enforcing 
this duty upon our legislators and authorities. The 
judges and grand juries of Fulton couaty have 
spoken out upon this subject time and again in no 
uncertain tones. Our county commissioners have 
remained deafto all these suggestions and our 
legislators haye been “too busy in saving the 
state’ totbink ef saving these little criminals 
from becoming adepts in crime and confirmed out- 
laws. The humane press of Georgia can unite and 
command this great work of reform and justice 
and it is to be hoped they will take up the subject 
apd make it so prominent and pressing that the 
next general assembly will not dare to ignore it. 
The ipstitution would thus become an endaring 
monument of honor tothe progressive press of 
Georgia.

He said he heard of an old farmer once who 
gotrich by refusing himself everything he 
wanted. Whenever he thought he wanted 
apything be would say, he would just wait a 
mouth and see if he couldn’t get along with- 
out it, and thus saved all he would have ex- 
pended. Somepcople had been getting along 
without family prayer until they decided they 
could make the trip without it, and the same 
with prayer meeting, some people had found 
out it was not absolutely necessary. 

‘Whenever we see that 
we need more momentum to go to heaven, let 
us adopt it in our platform.” Whatever 
helps others on to heaven would help hia, 
All were made out of the same dirt. 

Mr. Jones urged the people to come to the 
meeting in aspirit of devotion and prayer, and 
to “leave their feelings” behind them.

The Collector Receives Instructions About 
Oleomargarine, 

Joseph 8S. Miller, commissioner of internal 

revenue, bas sent to Collector Crenshaw regu- 


lations concerning oleomargarine under inter- 
nal revenue laws. 


‘. An act was approved August 2nd, entitled 

An act defining butter, also imposing a tax 
npon and regulating the mannfacture, sale, 
a negeenyee and exportation of oleomarga- 
rine. 

The intent of the law as an internal revenue 
measure is to levy a tax upon the manufacture 
and sale of an article, which, while itig not 
butter as defined by the Jaw, is an imitation of 
butter, or a product that resembles batter, In- 
ternal revenue officers are, however, not com- 
peDed, forthe purposes of the law, to prove 
the imitation or even the resemblance except 
astothe mixturesand compounds of tallow, 
beef fat, suet, Jard, lard oi), vegetable oil, an- 
notto and other coloring matter, intestinal fat 
and offal fat. 

Special taxes are imposed as follows: 

Manufacturers of oleomargarine shall pay six 
bundred dollars. Every person who manufactures 
oleomargarive for sale shall be deemed a manufac- 
turer of cleomargerine. 

Wholesale dealersin oleomargarine shall pay 
four hundred and eighty dollars. Every n 
whe rellsor offers for sale oleomargarine the 
original menufacturer’s packages shall be deemed 
a wholesale dealer in oleomargarine. But any 
msapufecturer of oleomargarine who has given the 
regnired bond and paid the required special tax, 
210 who sells on/y oleomargarine of his own pro- 
cuction at the place of manufacture in the original 
} ackeges to which the tax paid stamps are affixed, 
tball not be required to pay the special tax of a 
wh - — dealerin oleomargarine on account of 
BUCH Saies, 

Retail dealers in oleomargarine shall pay forty- 
eight dollars. Every person whoselle oleomarga- 
rive in less quantities than ten pounds at one time 
shall be regarded asa retail dealer in oleomarga- 
rine, 

The law requires thet all oleomargarine shall be 
packed by the manufacturer thereof in firkins, 
tubs, or other wooden packages not before used 
for that purpose. The use oftinin the packin 
and shipping of cleomurgarine cannot be allowed, 
exceptasthe inner lining of wooden packages, 
apna such pees must be so combinedin con- 
struction that when the wood and tin are separ- 
ated the packagcs will be so injured in the process 
as to wed seen gen A destroyed. 

Immediately after the 31st of October, 1836, or as 
soon thereafter as practicable, the internal reve- 
nue officers will travel overthe district, inspect 
the stock on hand, and seizeali thatis not found 
duly marked, branded and stamped.

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THE FARMER'S CONGRESS, 
Return of the Georgia Delegates From an 
Tmportant Meetings “| 

At tbe recent meeting of the Farmer's Na- 
tional congress in St. Pau), Minn, Gootgia was 
represented by three delegates, Coloae! A. T. 
MelIntyreof Thomasville; Ool R. Jy Red. 
ding, go pry yersnes bmg Kure, 
and J. H, Wright, sington. The meoti 
was the most representative body of the kind 
ever assembled in this pag a hy were 
ove hundred and sixty two — repre- 
senting twenty-six states and territocias, Tas 
discussions nud exchange of views by delc- 
gates from all parts of the country were very 
interesting, and wiil. it is believed, prove 
of practical value, There were addresses and 
eseays on various sgricultural topics. The 
body also considered soveral questions of 
national pdlicy in which the agricultural in- 
terests aie especiallyanvolved, The question 
ofthe regulation of fnterstate commerce was 
extensively discussed, and while tho dcift of 


opinion was strong]y in favor of some legisla. 


tion on this question, no particular bill or plan 
was indorsed. 

The mostepirited ciscussionof the session 
was on a resolution calling on congress to re- 
store the high wool ff of 
1°67, Delegates from the great wodl 
growing states made, 4a strong 
fight for the resolution, and were backed by 
many othets frem the northand west. Tae 
southern delegates were almost soid against 
this reeclution. The Georgia delegation cast 
the twelve votes accorded to their state ag stash 
it, The resolution failed. 

The southern delegates offered a resolution 
favoring the continuance of the present tariff 
on sugar, and it was agreed to. 

The delegates were taken on quite an ex- 
tensive excursion through Minnesota and Da- 
kota One of the points of interest they visit- 
ed was the famous Dalrymple farm in Dakota. 
It comprises fifty thousard acres of superb land, 
thirty-two thousand acres of which were in 
wheat this year, yielding about eight hundred 
thousand bushels. Other magnificent farms 
were visited. 

Xolonel Redding brought back some speci- 
mens of the products of the great north wes’. 
Among them are some ears of corn, which can 
be beatcn by any farmer in Georgia, The 
seasons in that country are too shert for corn, 
but it is the wheat country of the world.
